IV. WORK UNDER THE BOMBAY BORSTAL 
SCHOOLS ACT 

Correction of adolescents is « very important and relatively 
diffimilt phase of our work, and so far as the Bombay Borstal 
Schools Act 1929 is concerned the State Association is responsible 
for the pre-licence enquiries, after-care and follow-up of the 
Borstal lads. These lads many a time come from other States 
where there are no After-Care Associations and it becomes very 
difficult to complete enquiries in their cases. However Proba- 
tion Offices and similar agencies from Bengal, Uttar Pradesh and 
Madras are ibund to be very helpful to us in this'regard. 




Children at Flay 
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So ikr as after-oaie is oonoemed, tbis State has 7 Affcer-Cbie 
Hostels out of wbioh two are more than fiiU and hODoe it is found 
very diffioolt to house the homeless la^ from the Borstal School, 

Secondly, the relation between the place where the lad is to 
be rehabilitated and the training in industry that he has received, 
must be carefully oonsideied. 

A oaceM somtiny of oases which have been closed as 
‘ failures ’ indicates that this relation has not been or could not 
bo effectively oonaideced. The need of more hostels has also to 
be considered since it is reported that two out of the seven hostels 
have already written to the Secretary of the State Assooiatioii 
that they cannot admit more lads. 

In the year under report, 129 lads were released on licence, 
142 were under supervision, 48 were dosed as ‘ Successful *, 16 
dosed as * failures ’ and 8 dosed as ‘ lost sight of 

V. WOEK UNDER THE BOMBAY PROBATION 
OF OFFENDERS* ACT 

Appendix IV shows the work done in various districts of the 
State by the respective District Probation and After-Care Associa- 
tions. 

In Bombay, this work is carried out by one of the Chief 
Officers of the Bombay State Probation and After-Care Associa- 
tion and his office. During the year under report, 662 cases had 
been referred to the Probation Officers by t^ Bombay Courts 
as against 663 in 1961-62. 67 Offenders have been placed under 
supervision of the Probation Officers. Last year, the number 
of supervision oases was only ll. 

Thanks are due to the Chief Preeidenoy Mt^jistrate, Bombay 
who has rendered much hdp in organising the work under this 
Act in Bombay on a higher level.

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The Bombay-Aftor>Care Hostel is under the direct control 
of the Manafftig Clonunittee of the State Association. On Slat 
Haroh 1962 there were 38 inmates in the Hostel. Haring the 
year under report there were no new admissions due to scarcdty 
of accommodation among other reasons. During this period 
10 iiuuates left the Host^ and on 31st March 1968 there were 
only 28 inmates. All of them axe ez-lioensees, while, in fact the 
Hostel is chiefly meant for licensees. These ex^lioensees have 
been in the Hostel for a long time because alternative accommoda- 
tion for them elsewhere has been extremely diEfioult to secure. 

Almost all of these ex-licensees axe employed and, their 
general health is good. Dr. Y. E.. Doshi, M. B. B. S., has worhed 
throu|^ut Ihe year as the Honorary Medical Officer of the 
£(ostd. Messing arrangements at concessional rates at the Hostel 
have been temporarily disoontonued in order to oOrtail unnecessary 
expenses to the Association and also to help the ex-licensees to 
stand on their own legs. 

Government have already given to the Association the posses- 
sion of a piece of land at C^mbur and have also approved the 
plans and estimates for the oonstmotion of buildings for the Hostel.

The Chief Officer, Bombay, is assisted by 6 Probation Officers 
in working out the Bombay Probation Probation of Offenders 
Act in the Gty of Bombay. The Secretary of the State Associa- 
tion discussed the difficulties that came in the way of the proper 
working of tiie Bombay T^bation of Offenders Act with the 
Chief Rresidenoy Magistrate, Bombay, and consequently instroo- 
tions were issued in this respect to the Presidency Magistrates 
and Probation Officers and sinoe then the quality of work is gra- 
dually improving. 

Probation without supervision is not very hd.pfal. But 
supervision cannot be imposed on probationers who are aged 26 
and above. Hence we ^ould ask for amendment of the Act, 
for removing restriction of age limit, so that offenders can be 
placed on probation irrespective of age, and thus they may be 
helped. Dr. Reckless and Dr. Gcdway, Experts of the U. N. on 
the subject, have also advocated such a measure. 


The Released Prisoner’s Aid Society, Ahmedabad, is very 
regular in sending monthly reports and their work in this respect 
is satisfactory. Distiiot Probation and After-Care Assoma- 
tiona at Poona and Ahmednagar have also shown some interest 
in this work during the course of the year. 


Just to give you an idea about the work in thu respect t will 
give you figures pertaining to the period from December, 1961 
to Novembw, 1962.

LookLog to the saocessfol working of the Released Prisoners’ 
Aid Sooiety in this lespeot, we feel that all Associations shotdd 
take up work in this line of work also. 

The work of pre-licenoe enquiries, supervision, and foUow-np 
in respect of Borstal School lads is being done by the Bombay 
State Probation and After Care Association. Boring the year 
under reference the Governor, Borstal School, Bharwar, referred 
183 oases of lads to the office of the Secretary, Bombay State 
Probation and After-care Association for conducting home en- 
quiries, out of which 126 lads were rdeased on licence. Out of 
these 126 lads, 38 lads have settled wdl in life and only 7 lads 
have absconded. In respect of the remaining oases enquiry 
reports have not as yet been received. The delay in completing 
enquiries is due to following facts, : — 

District Probation and After-Care Associations are not 
established in all the Districts of the State viz. Greater Bombay, 
Banaskantha, Mehsana, Amreli, Bangs, Panch Mahals, Kolaba 
and Ratnagiri. 

There are oases of children of other States of the Indian Union 

also. 


Lads who have completed their traming and treatment in 
Borstal School generally find it difficult to get employment 
outside, as the present institutional training and treatment do 
not suit the needs and demands of the employers as can be seen 
that out of 119 cases, only 33 lads aie emj^yed. 

This is also mainly due to dual control of the Prisons Depart- 
ment and the Juvenile Branch and certain causes beyond our 
control like depression etc. 

As far as the After-Care Hostel Bombay, is concerned we 
have discussed this question in the Afber-Cai.'e' Hostel Sub-Com- 
mittee meetings. By the amalgamation of the Sheppard After- 
Care Association mostly the problem of time-expued boys resid- 
ing in the Hostel has created unfavourable atmosphere. Most 
of the boys residing in the hostel are those who have finished

their lioenoe period. Efforts are being made to find ttmm aooom- 
modation elMwhere. During the last few months 6 or 7 boys 
have been found accommodation elsewhere. All the boys are 
well-settled. Some boys are in the hostel for period ranging for 
' 16 years. 

The work put forth by District Probation and Afber-Oai 
AssociationB despite existing financial conditions, was satisCaotory 
However, efforts should be made to spend available money more 
and more economically. We have much hope that we will be 
able to establish a i^barion and After-C^ Association jn 
Bombay. 

Thanks are due to District Probation and After-Care Assboia- 
tions. 

Greater efforts are necessary to start District Probataon and 
After-Care Associations in those districts of the Bombay State 
where there are no such Associations, even though there may be 
at present not enough work under the Bombay Children Act, 
as when the net-work of District Associations is oom;^ete in the 
whole State, it would facilitste the work of the State Association 
not only under the Children Act alone but under all the three 
social legidations. 

On the conclusion of the Presidentiali^^addreBs'tbe Vice-Presi- 
dent Shri. H. J. Ehambata moved a hearty vote of thanks to the 
Chair. Hd added that the President’s trip abroad was apparently 
not for pbasure alone. The account given by her was full of 
valuable infbrmation. He also thanked the Secretary,

1. 'Priaoners* Atd SoGteiy Ahmedabad . — The

The sale proceeds of the surplus 
vegetables amounted to Us. 246-4-0 (Ba. 242-10-0). 

Out of the total area of 18 acres only 3 acres of Innd is kept 
under irrigation which is carried out frrom water drawn out of the 
100 ft. deep wdls by bullocks in leather moats. The question of 
fixing portable pumps over the wells is under consideration and 
when finalised the out-put will considerably increase. The higli 
cost of maintenance of bullocks and the recurring expenditure 
over ropes and moats will be saved.
